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Local firm denies 
EPA charges

Dec-Tam Corp., an asbestos removal 
firm on Lowell Junction Road, denies 
recent charges, from the United States 
Environmental Protection Agency, 
that it failed to comply with federal 
asbestos laws while working on nine 
separate jobs between 1991 and 1992. 

Dec-Tam’s president, Lee Snod- 
grass, said the EPA charges are “tech- 
nical” in nature and refer to “paper 
work” issues. 

According to the EPA, Dec-Tam 
Corp. violated the Clean Air Act when 
it failed to properly wet asbestos mate- 
rials, failed to provide the EPA with 
required waste disposal information 
and failed to notify the EPA with prop- 
er prior written notification of its 
asbestos activities. 

None of the alleged violations 
occurred in Andover. The charges 
stem from projects the company did in 
Boston, Connecticut and New Hamp- 
shire. 

According to Mr. Snodgrass, his 
company “followed EPA’s guidance 
documents to the letter” while per- 
forming the various jobs listed in the 
complaint. He said Dec-Tam will con- 
test the charges in court. 

The EPA will seek civil penalties 
against Dec-Tam., which could reach 
as high as $25,000 per day of each job 
listed in the complaint, said Hugh Mar- 
tinez of the EPA’s Boston office. Mr. 
Martinez told the Townsman last week

Schools seek 
computers

Because the school budget has been 
nipped, tucked and cut over the past 
three years, there has been very little 
money to maintain and update the 
schools’ computers, said Ken Kwajews- 
ki, head of technology and media for 
the schools, The forecast for his depart- 
ment this year doesn’t look any 
brighter, so school administrators are 
looking to the business community for 
help. 

Mark McQuillan, superintendent of 
schools, made a pitch to members of 
the Andover Chamber of Commerce at 
a recent meeting. He asked for dona- 
tions of any computers or software. In 
the past, some business have donated 
used computer terminals and software 
after their offices have been updated. 

According to Mr. Kwajewski, Genet- 
ics Institute, a biotechnology firm on 
Burtt Road, donated 13 computers last 
month. 

From 1987-’89 the schools spent $1.5 
million on Apple computers and. other 
then state-of-the-art computers and 
software. 

“Tt probably was a good decision 
back then,” said Mr. Kwajewski, but 
today many of those models are outdat- 
ed. 

“There hasn’t been money the last 
few years to buy anything new. We’ve 
relied on PTOs, donations and memo- 
rial gifts to buy some equipment,” he 
said. 

Mr. Kwajewski said he’d like to pur- 
chase Macintosh computers and soft- 
ware that will meet present and future 
needs. The schools have some Macin- 
tosh computers, but many are 
equipped with Apple labs that he said 
should be replaced with Macintosh

ABC is celebrating its 25th year in 
Andover and is looking for host fami- 
lies for the next school year. 

“We're always looking for more host 
families,” said Amy Joyall, an ABC 
board member. “There was a real pan- 
ic last year. We didn’t think we were 
going to have enough host parents.” 

Sally and Neil Gordon, of 16 Belknap 
Drive, and their children, Doug, 19, and 
Becca, 15, are a host family for Eureka 


Franklin, 17, of the Harlem section of 


New York City. Eureka, the only child 
of a single mom, came to Andover as a 
sophomore and is now a senior in her 
third and final year of the program. 

Mr. and Mrs. Gordon heard about 
the program from a friend. Doug and 
Becca already knew about it and 
encouraged their parents to become 
hosts. 

Fred and Susan Putnam, of 8 Locke 
St., and their three children are host 
family to Tawana Lindsay, of the 
Bronx section of New York City and 
now a junior at AHS. 

The Putnams had a big house with a 
spare room. They'd been involved with 
exchange programs before and both 
lived abroad as students, so the ABC 
program was an easy thing for them to 
get into, Mr. Putnam said. 

“We know that these experiences 
are really great for both sides,” he said. 
What’s expected 

Ms. Gordon was a bit apprehensive 
at the start. “What if she doesn’t like 
me? What if we don’t get along?” Ms. 
Jordon remembers thinking. 

The feelings were mutual. 

“What do they expect of me?” 
Tawana Lindsay, another ABC stu- 
dent, said she wondered. “Do they get 
to yell at me? Who are these people?” 

Eureka wondered: Would she have 
to be their maid? 

For Eureka, coming from Harlem to 
a completely different culture, an 
“upper middle class, white suburban 
quiet town” could have been very diffi- 
cult, according to Ms. Gordon. But 
everybody got along beautifully. 

“She just came in here, bounced in 
here, with her smile,” Ms. Gordon said. 
“She made it very easy.” 

Eureka was equally impressed. 

“My host mother was cool. Her hair 
was cut so cool,” Eureka said. 

The students 

The ABC program is offered only to 
honor students and is presented to 
them as an educational and cultural 
opportunity and a chance to get away, 
Mureka said. “Teachers were noticing 
how well I was doing so they came up 
to me with applications,” she said. 

The 11 ABC girls this year all come 
from New York or New Jersey, but rep- 
resent a variety of ethnic backgrounds, 
including Hispanic and African-Ameri- 
can, and there are students from 
Antigua, Panama, Jamaica and Puerto

The town’s A Better Chance pro- 
gram is celebrating 25 years of bring- 
ing inner-city students to Andover 
and is looking to the town for support 
once again this year, 

The program will hold its annual 
phonathon fund-raiser in two weeks, 
from March 29 through April 1. 

‘T's our main source of support to 
run the house, and the house is run 
solely on the donations from the 
Andover community,” said Amy Joy- 
all, of 38 Prospect Road, an ABC 
board member. 

Proceeds from the phonathon pay 
for the ABC house, including the 
building maintenance, utilities, food 
and some activities for the students, 
including transportation for two vis- 
its home to New York City each year. 

Volunteers will work the phones at 
Andover Bank and the Bank of 
Boston each night of the fund-raiser 
from 7-9 p.m. Kathy Hess, a host par- 
ent and volunteer, is in charge of vol- 
unteers for the phones. 


What is ABC? 

ABC brings minority female stu- 
dents from inner-city New York and 
New Jersey streets to Andover to give 
the students an educational and cul- 
tural opportunity at Andover High 
School.

come to town as freshmen when they 
are 13 or 14, attend Andover High 
School and stay until they graduate. 

The students live in a house at 134 
Main St., which is owned by the pro- 
gram. The house and entire program 
are supported by the donations from 
the Andover community. 
Each student is assigned a volunteer 
host family with whom they spend 
every Wednesday afternoon, from 
after school until after dinner, and 
one weekend a month, from Friday 
after school to Sunday night. 

Most supporters of the program, 
including Sally Gordon, a host par- 
ent, say the town and its residents get 
as much from the program as the stu- 
dents do. 

“T think the program brings a lot to 
Andover because we have a very 
small minority population,” Ms. Gor- 
don said. 

And Ms. Gordon said she hopes the 
town comes through for the program 
this year when times are so tough 
financially. 

“They really make do on a 
shoestring budget. We really need the 
support of the whole town,” she said. 

The ABC students will also help 
with the fund-raiser, albeit not on the 
phones. 

“We stuff envelopes,” said Eureka 
Franklin, a student from Harlem, 
N.Y. 


change made for a difficult transition, 
especially the first year. 

“Some of us go from being straight- 
A students to B-minus students, C-plus 
students. It’s not a piece of cake, that’s 
for sure,” Eureka said. 

They go from being the most popu- 
lar and smartest students at home to 
average students, or worse, here 


because of the more difficult curricu- 
lum. Both said they cried almost every 
day and called home every other day. 

“T called my mother so much the 
first year. I was like, I want to come 
home so bad,” Tawana said. 

“Now I hardly speak to my mother,” 
Hureka said. 

Both girls are glad they stayed. 

“Tt’s a whole new world for me,” 
Eureka said. 

It is a world she always wanted, 
with a family and a father you wait for 
to come home from work. 

“At grade time, you’re not just work- 
ing for yourself. I want them to be 
proud of me too.” 

“T get the best of both worlds, book 
smart and street smart,” Eureka said. 

And she has become fond of 
Andover. “It grows on you,” she said. 
Four-year commitment 

Host families commit to having the 
student over every Wednesday after- 
noon, from after school until after din- 
ner, and for a weekend once a month 
for the entire four years. 

“You can certainly put more into it. 
But there’s no financial commitment 
from the families,” Ms. Gordon said. 

The host families share a Christmas 
party at one of their homes and an 
annual graduation party. This past 
Sunday they went with the students to 
the William H. Johnson exhibit at 
Phillips Academy’s Addison Gallery 
and then to one of the host houses for a 
pizza party. 

The Gordons all look forward to the 
Wednesday evenings and the weekends 
with Eureka. They have taken Eureka 
to Boston and elsewhere, but basically 
just let her be part of whatever they are 
doing. 

“We may just hang out and veg,” Ms. 
Gordon said. 

Both Gordon kids say Eureka is 
very outgoing and meets people easily, 
and that they are the ones who are 
meeting new people through her as 
much as the other way around. 

“She knows everybody, like the 
entire school,” Becca said. 

“T’ve certainly met a lot of great peo- 
ple through her,” said Doug. He said 
his two years at home with Eureka 
really helped him adjust to the cultural 
changes he’s dealing with in the city. 

“There’s no way we’d know some- 
one like Eureka,” Becca said. 

Ms. Putnam said the commitment to 
Tawana is easy. “I don’t think it’s 
placed a burden on us at all as a fami- 
ly,” Ms. Putnam said. “She just plugs 
in to whatever’s happening. Sometimes 
I wished she lived here. ” 

Culture shock 

The Gordons learned how much 
they had to share with Eureka early on 
when they were out for a ride in the car 
and passed a landscape crew laying 
sod. Eureka asked why they were 
“rolling up the rug” and watering it. 

“She brought a kind of different per- 
spective,” Ms. Gordon said. 

Some things residents here take for 
granted, like dark and quiet at night, 
are not necessarily comforting to some- 
one who is used to the noise and light 
of New York, according to Doug Gor- 
don, now a freshman at New York Uni- 
versity in the city. “It changes the way 
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you look at things,” he said. 

The quiet takes some getting used 
to, Eureka said. 

“That’s one part of the shock when 
you get up here. They say it’s a culture 
shock and it definitely is,” Eureka said. 
“You get this sense of peace and quiet 
and safety.” 

For Tawana, there were other 
changes just as shocking. “I’ve never 
raked leaves in my life before.” 

The students raked “100 and some- 
thing bags my first year,” she said. 

And they don’t shovel snow in New 
York. “It just melts. We don’t shovel,” 
Eureka said. 

“T can’t believe the ants,” Tawana 
said. “They’re so big!” 

The crows that get into the garbage 
also surprised the girls. “They just look 
at you. They’re not afraid like the 
pigeons in New York,” Eureka said 

The girls said they were more 
mature in many ways than their peers 
when they arrived here because the 
average 14-year-old girl in New York 
has to deal with more real-life issues. 

“Living where we live, you have to 
have your ‘I-can-take-care-of-myself’ 
attitude,” Eureka said. 

In Andover, a 14-year-old is still hav- 
ing her parents iron her clothes and 
make her lunch, she said. 

Tawana is the oldest of three chil- 
dren and her whole family has come to 
visit the Putnams, The Putnams and 
their kids, friends and extended family 
get to know what it’s like to live in New 
York, and Tawana’s family gets to 
know what life is like in Andover. 

Tawana’s brother, Lewis, was 9 
years old when he first came to visit 
the Putnams and was happy to be able 
to go outside and play. Tawana said 
shootings and violence are common in 
her neighborhood. 

“We really plug into the music” 
when Tawana’s family is around, Mr. 
Putnam said. 

Whenever a song comes on, the 
younger kids would be dancing and the 
Putnam children join right in. And 
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Michelle LaSalle is the sister the Hess brothers, of Chestnut Street, 
never had. Enjoying a Saturday afternoon of hanging out are, from 
left, Patrick, John, Kevin Hess and Michelle LaSalle. 


Lewis, good looking and a good basket- 


ball player, became a real hero of 


Todd’s, according to Ms. Putnam. 

And the children are probably the 
real reason they got involved as host 
parents — to expose their kids to anoth- 
er culture, Ms. Putnam said. 

“You can be prejudiced without 
knowing it,” she said, 

Ms. Putnam said she is always 
shocked at the amount of prejudice she 
sees in Andover, and said programs 
like this can help. 

“You can’t do anything about preju- 
dice until you recognize it,” she said. 

The students feel the same way. 

When she goes back to New York, 
Eureka finds friends and family who 
think her situation is like the televi- 
sion show Beverly Hills 90210: They 
have stereotypes of what it is like here 
in Andover, and she gets to teach them 
what it is really like. 

“When they pick students, they 
want to find students who are going to 
give to the community,” Eureka said. 
“They don’t want us to take, take, take. 
I think part of our contract, I like to use 
the word contract, is that we educate 
(Andover) as much as we can and that 
we take what we learn here and edu- 
cate our community. We can go back 
and break some of the stereotypes. 


“We know that prejudice, bigotry 
and racism, we know that the basis for 
that is ignorance. So we’re used as 
tools to break down that ignorance. 
The reason that people are prejudiced 
is a lack of exposure,” 

That’s why the girls all take part in 
Project Teamwork at the high school, a 
student-run club that helps break down 
racism, sexism and homophobia. 
Fitting in 

The Gordons believe they probably 
have the best situation for both Eureka 
and themselves, with teen-agers with 
whom she can socialize, learn and 
share. 

“When she got to the high school she 
had an older brother. And now she has 
Becca,” Ms. Gordon said. “I don’t know 
if it gets any better than this.” 

Eureka agreed and said the parents 
are OK, too, 

“They treat me like I’m one of their 
children,” Eureka said. “When I need 
some discipline, they’re there. And 
when I need someone to comfort me, 
they’re there.” 

The Putnam children, Todd, 9, Mag- 
gie, 6, and Seth, 4, are younger than the 
Gordon kids and that makes the rela- 
tionships a little bit different. 

At first, the Putnams didn’t know 
how to deal with a teen-ager, Tawana 
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said. “They were learning as much as I 
was learning form them,” she said. 

“Tt’s a little harder on the ABC stu- 
dent because they don’t have a peer,” 
Ms. Putnam said. Their own kids are in. 
elementary school, so “we're not 
plugged in to the high school.” 

But they communicate with the high 
school and try to get involved with 
Tawana’s teachers. 

At first the children were afraid to 
talk to Tawana, but now they ask her 
anything. The Putnams understand 
that it can be difficult for Tawana to be 
around the children all the time, so 
they occasionally will take her out to 
dinner or do anything just to spend 
some adult time with her without the 
other children. 

“Ours is a little less the ideal that 
way, but it’s still working out great,” 
Mr. Putnam said. 

Everybody’s experience is different, 
Ms. Gordon said. 

“But I think for the most part, every- 
body I’ve talked to will tell you what a 
positive wonderful experience it is,” 
she said. “It’s a great program that 
does a lot of good.” 

The girls say that the support from ' 
the host family helped them stay in the 
program. 

“Tt made it hard for us to quit,” 
Tawana said. “I’m happy I stayed. I’m 
proud of myself, proud that we made 
hiss 

But Mr. Putnam said the host family 
is only part of the support system that 
exists for the students. An “incredible 
support system” exists at the ABC 
house for the students, with the host 
parents, Bryan and Darlene Spriggs, an 
in-house tutor, a cook and the other 
students. But the whole town is also 
involved, he said. 

“We're part of a big effort that really 
includes the whole community,” Mr. 
Putnam said. “The larger Andover 
family is getting a cross-cultural 
exchange and is taking advantage of 
it,” he said. 

Bureka will graduate AHS in June 
and has been accepted at Siena College, 
near Albany, N.Y. Now she is just wait- 
ing to hear if she has been approved for 
a scholarship. Tawana has another 
year in Andover. 


Those who serve alcohol hear about their liability

Nearly 100 area bartenders and oth- 
ers who serve alcohol locally heard at a 
seminar here last week how they can 
be held responsible for serving too 
many drinks to patrons who then get 
into accidents and cause injury. 

Several area businesses were repre- 
sented at the Alcohol Servers Aware- 
ness Seminar sponsored by the 
Andover police and the Governor's 
Highway Safety Council at Old Town 
Hall last Wednesday morning. 

Ronald S. Beitman, a Hyannis attor- 
ney who specializes in drunk-driving 
litigation, talked to the group about lia- 
bility issues and responsible serving 
practices, then answered questions, He 
told the servers what his peers will 
look for when a client is trying to pin 
liability on someone. 


Mr. Beitman advised businesses not 
to advertise or in any way encourage 
excessive alcohol consumption with 
signs or notations or special drinks. 
Specialized drink glasses and exotic 
drink descriptions on menus detailing 
various alcohol concoctions, both typi- 
cally found in Oriental restaurants, are 
easy targets for the lawyers, he said. 

He advised against “free pouring” of 
alcohol for drinks, and said it is more 
responsible to have bartenders use a 
shot glass to measure the alcohol. 

Mr. Beitman told true stories of cas- 
es he’s had or heard of, many of which 
involved patrons who were served 
alcohol and then drove cars into acci- 
dents. He told one of a woman at a bar 
on Cape Cod who had the luck to sit 
beside a foreigner who was leaving the 
country that day. The bartender threw 


an impromptu going-away party for 
the foreigner, serving him drinks until 
he fell off his stool, knocking the wom- 
an to the ground as well and breaking 
her wrist. The man was so drunk that 
he crawled outside and started the 
siren on the ambulance while the 
EMTs were trying to attend to the 
patient. 

He advised owners or managers to 
have routine monthly staff meetings to 
review responsible alcohol serving 
practices with employees. 

“Tt was mainly to make the servers 
aware that the potential liabilities are 
there, and that they have to share the 
responsibility” of serving it, said 
Andover Set. Brian Pattullo, who orga- 
nized the seminar for the department. 

“It’s to their advantage to have a 
good policy in place so that they don’t 


get sued in the long run,” Sgt. Pattullo 
said, 

Local businesses represented 
included the Andover Inn, Andover 
Country Club, Chicland, Andover 
Grill, Andover Jade, Backstreet 
Restaurant and Cactus Jack’s, Court- 
yard by Marriott, Grassfields, Ground 
Round, Indian Ridge Country Club, 
Justin’s, Village Liquors and Andover 
Liquors. 

“T thought the response was very 
good. It made them more aware of the 
potential problems that could result,” 
Set. Pattullo said. 

The seminar was paid for by the 
Safety Council and was presented in 
conjunction with a $10,000 grant the 
town received from the state last fall 
for alcohol enforcement and pedestrian 
safety.

I am writing because I am just 
beginning to go “public” with my sto- 
ry to friends and acquaintances. Due 
to the nature of my job, Iam involved 
with the Lawrence and Andover 
Chambers of Commerce, etc., and 
originally chose not to share the rea- 
sons for my absences at meetings 
with the members. 


Tam a very lucky survivor of stage 
three breast cancer. Women at stage 
three level are in the minority. I was 
diagnosed in November 1990, a 
month after I 
stopped 
breastfeeding 
my second 
child, who 
was 11 months when I found out and 
I was 40 years old. I felt this huge 
lump, could barely lift my arm and 
thought I had a clogged up milk duct, 
so I waited a few weeks before I 
called my doctor. I hadn’t had a 
mammogram in three years because 
I was either pregnant or nursing dur- 
ing that time but was planning on 
having one six months after | 
stopped nursing, 

I was always very healthy, never 
smoked and drank very little. There 
is no history of breast cancer in my 
family. 

The support I received from my 
workplace (Digital) was phenomenal. 
When co-workers as well as former 
Digital employees offered to babysit, 
take me to treatments, doctors 
appointments and cook, I gratefully 
accepted. I had never been in a posi- 
tion where I needed this kind of help 


but I figured they were genuinely 
concerned and wanted to help what- 
ever way they could. They were just 
wonderful. For a long time I cried 
when I thought about their generosi- 
ty and love. My family was also very 
supportive, but as you know, some- 
times it’s family members who find 
it most difficult to deal with your sit- 
uation. 

I attribute a lot of my ability to get 
through this horrible experience to 
my positive attitude. I said it’s either 
me or the cancer and I'd be damned 
if it was going to get me; I had too 
much work to do —- like raise an 
infant and a toddler. Most of all, my 
team of doctors affiliated with Beth 
Israel Hospital were superb and still 
are. My oncologist is younger than I 
and we made a deal that I would call 
her “Dr. Lidia” and she would call 
me Barbara. 

I had chemotherapy, followed by a 
modified radical mastectomy and 
radiation. I am very fortunate to be 
able to take Tamoxifen. It usually is 
not given to premenopausal women, 
but in my case, they did not want to 
wait another few years or take a 


chance of its recurrence,

Editor, Townsman: 
School Committee members: 

We are writing in strong support of 
the learning specialists in the elemen- 
tary schools, whose positions are in 
jeopardy due to fiscal constraints. We 
understand the difficulty of the bud- 
getary decisions that you must make 
as fewer dollars are available. Howev- 
er, we believe that losing the learning 
specialists will further, and more seri- 
ously, undermine the quality of educa- 
tion at our schools. 

While we cannot speak firsthand 
about the importance of learning spe- 
cialists at the other schools, we know 
that Barbara Noga, the learning spe- 
cialist at Bancroft, plays a vital role at 
our school. Her role is less visible than 
that of classroom teachers and many 
parents are not aware of all she does, 
so perhaps that makes her an easy tar- 
get for the budget ax. But we would ask 
you not to be shortsighted in your deci- 
sions. 

Barbara has stepped in at Bancroft 
to fill many of the gaps created by oth- 
er budget cuts. With class sizes increas- 


ing, teachers have even less time to 
give individualized attention to chil- 
dren who need it. 

Barbara is frequently called in to do 
an observation and then a regular edu- 
cation assessment of a child. The goal 
is to help teachers modify the regular 
classroom and limit unnecessary 
(Chapter) 766 referrals, thereby saving 
the school system money. After the 
assessment, Barbara will work with 
the teacher and the student in design- 
ing an individualized program for the 
student. 

She also meets with the parents 
offering suggestions for complemen- 
tary work at home that is tailored to 
that particular child’s learning style. 
Barbara has focused a lot of energy on 
the “reluctant reader” and the ‘“emer- 
gent reader,” both through direct ser- 
vice to the children and work with 
teachers. She has theory at her finger- 
tips but puts it into practice through 
some creative ideas and wonderful 
materials. How could classroom teach- 

s help these children without Bar- 
bara, given larger classes and fewer 
aides? 

In the past, teachers could turn to a 
full-time librarian to create a bibliogra- 
phy or pull together materials for a 
particular theme or topic that they 
wanted to explore with their class. 
Without a librarian they are left to find 
their own time to do that background 
work on their own. Barbara has creat- 
ed a Bancroft Teacher Center with a 
wealth of materials (some of which she 
has supplied on her own, some of 
which the PTO is funding) that she 
makes available to teachers while giv- 
ing them suggestions as to how they 
can best use them to enrich or modify 
instruction. 

We all understand the importance of 
staff development and yet with budget 
cuts principals who care about this 
have had less and less to offer their 
teachers. Barbara, again, has stepped 
in to do classroom demonstrations and 
share her knowledge of curricular 
innovations, new theories, etc. She has 
spearheaded a forward looking effort 
between one of our special needs class- 
es and two of our “regular” classrooms 
in which children from the latter visit 
the former’s classroom and engage in 
shared learning.

RECYCLE

Button batteries have been col- 
lected for recycling in Andover for 
more than a year. Now you may 
leave the used ones at the places in 
town listed on your recycling calen- 
der, as well as put them into a zip- 
lock plastic bag next to your blue bin 
at curbside on recycling days. 

Why would you want to do this? 
We have two very good reasons: The 
first is toxicity. Yes, these batteries 
contain mercury and mercury 
vaporizes easily and escapes up the 
chimney of the incinerator (if you 
put them in the trash) and into our 
air. Second, is resource conserva- 
tion. Mercury, nickel and silver all 
‘an be sold and reused, saving 


important metals. Nickel is being 
recycled and goes into the manufac- 


ture of stainless steel. 

In the first year of this project, 
3,500 button batteries were collected 
and recycled. Many people learned 
to dispose of their batteries in this 
safe way and so there was less pollu- 
tion in the air and in the incinerator 
ash. Materials were saved for re-use. 

Now a new segment has been 
added to this battery collection. 
Rechargeable batteries, used in pow- 
er tools, radios, toys, phones, lap top 
computers, can now be recycled also, 
These must be put in a zip-lock plas- 
tic bag with the button batteries, 
curbside by your blue bin on recy- 
cling days. 

These batteries contain cadmium 
as well as nickel, mercury and sil- 
ver, so we have added another heavy 
metal that is potentially contaminat- 
ing to our recycling goals. The U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency 
has been concerned about heavy 
metals in household waste for some

Tea at Three presents chat with 
master quilter Ciba Vaughn 


hen Ciba Vaughan was a stu- 
dent at Smith College in the 
1960s, she earned spending 


money altering clothing for her class- 
mates. A selfadmitted “pack rat,” she 
saved the snippets of material left 
from her work. 

One day, she took time from 
wrestling with her senior honors the- 
sis to join a few of the fabric scraps. 
From these modest stitches grew her 
first hand-made quilt, which would 
ultimately affect the life of the politi- 
cal science major more profoundly 
than her thesis. 

Ms, Vaughan is now a contributing 
editor to Victoria magazine and has 
worked as crafts editor for Better 
Homes and Gardens. An active quil- 
ter, “I’ve made maybe 15 in all,” she 
says. She has written how-to books, 
including American Patchwork Quilt- 
ing, Which she authored for BH&G. 
On Sunday, March 28, she will dis- 
cuss the craft and its history for “Tea 
at Three” at Andover Books and 
Prints. 

Initially Ms. Vaughan did follow 
her college interests in French cul- 
ture and language. She worked as a 
literary agent and book translator 
until, in her early 30s, she decided to 
work full-time on crafts. Besides 
quilting, her interests include col- 
lages, button crafts and batik: “I’m a 
dabbler,” she says. 

Her expertise led her to Better 
Homes and Gardens where she was 
crafts editor for seven years. She left 
to open a children’s bookstore/gallery 
in Paris, where she stayed for more 
than a year, “until my money ran 
out.” In the United States once more, 
she resumed her craft work and 
wrote quilting books. Five years ago, 
she began working for Victoria. 

Ms. Vaughan does not consider 
herself an “expert” in quilting. 
“There are people who devote their 
lives to quilting — I’m not that. I’m 
more of a craftsperson who likes to

work with textiles and with my 
hands,” she says. “I’m an aficionado.” 
She stresses that her “Tea at Three” 
discussion will be “strictly informal, 
a chat,” during which she will answer 
audience questions about quilts, such 
as how to date them by identifying 
the textiles or how to care for, display 
and clean them. She will bring a few 
examples of antique quilts she has 
collected and relate some of the lore 
she has collected; for example, the 
fact that many men, including 
President Eisenhower, were quilters, 
especially in the 19th century. “I con- 
sider the quilt a unique way to look at 
women’s history,” she says.

Police remove 
possible bomb 
from house

Andover police took a possible 
explosive device and several 
weapons from a Stevens Street house 
Monday night after removing a dis- 
turbed person from the home.

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Solari said, “For the most part, most 
people aren’t affected by others. It 
doesn’t seem that students feel they 
must have certain clothes.” 

Sarah believes that there may have 
been pressure to buy certain clothes, 
“but things are much more relaxed 
now. Maybe that’s because I’m a 
senior. I don’t care about what people 
think.” 

John Garcia agrees. “Kids who hang 
out together seem to dress alike. It just 
sort of happens but there is no pres- 
sure to buy a certain kind of clothes or 
brand names. There might have been 
more pressure a few years ago.” 

Gear from J. Crew and The Gap 
seem to be desirable, althdugh not nec- 
essary, the kids say. 


No dress code but shop uniforms 
At the Greater Lawrence Technical 
School, on River Road, “Students may 
not wear T-shirts or other clothing 
which display references to drugs, sex 
or alcohol,” said Assistant Superinten- 
dent Modesto Maldonado. Besides 
these guidelines, there is no dress code; 
it was dropped four years ago. 
However, there is a work-clothes 
requirement. Students wear school 
clothes to academic classes and work- 
ing uniforms in the shops. For the 
heavy machinery shops, which include 
automotive, auto body, metal fabrica- 
tion, carpentry, electronics, electricity, 
industrial electronics, plumbing, 
major appliances, small engine repairs

and building, the students wear green 
shirts and pants. Students must pur- 
chase them in addition to safety boots 
and safety glasses. Cosmetology and 
allied health students wear burgundy. 


What’s the rule at Pike School? 

At Pike School, on Sunset Rock 
Road, there is a dress code. According 
to Walter Morris, the head of the upper 
school, grades 6 to 9, boys wear col- 
lared shirts, shoes and dress pants. 
From Oct. 15 until May 1, “the winter 
dress code” is in effect. This requires a 
shirt, coat and tie in addition to dress 
pants, No sneakers and jeans are per- 
mitted. Boys may wear turtlenecks in 
lieu of shirts and ties. 

Girls in the upper school wear skirts 
and dresses until Thanksgiving. “Neat 
and tidy pants” are allowed until the 
end of March break. Then the girls go 
back to skirts and dresses until the end

of the school year. Harsh weather can 
change this schedule to some extent. 


What about town employees? 

Although there is no formal dress 
code for employees of the town of 
Andover, Personnel Director Candace 
Hall said they are “guided by common 
sense... expect everyone will come to 
work dressed appropriately for their 
profession.” 

Laura Ridley, Superintendent of 
Schools Mark McQuillan’s secretary, 
reported that there is no dress code for 
Andover teachers. “It’s a professional 


judgment call,” she said.

These unique accent pieces are Methuen, MA 01844 
available for your selection Wednesday-Saturday from 10 a.m, to 6 p.m. or 508/97 5-5148 
later by appointment. However, because this is a “one-woman operation,” eae 
it is always wise to call for studio hours on the day you plan your visit. Be Hours: W, T, F. S 10-6; please call beforehand 
prepared to find fabric “hanging from the rafters,” spools, notions and fab- 
ric cuttings on the floor. All signs of a busy designer/artist’s environment! 

I start with natural fiber but will use some blends from time to time. 
Each garment is completely different in color and design from the next. 
All are signed and dated, but never duplicated, allowing you to own the 
original. Why should you settle for less? Once I sew the garment and it is 
test-laundered (complete wash instructions are provided), I use non-toxic 
paints and embellishments to complete your wearable artform. The same 
matching paints and embellishments are used to design pins, earrings and 
other accessories to complete the ensemble. All artwear is photographed 
to document originality. 

I opened at this already outgrown location (across from the Methuen 
Post Office) in July 1992. After participating in a dozen arts and crafts 
fairs, my clients asked me to open a shop because they did not want to 
wait, and neither should you, for the next fair to find unique, handpainted, 
original gifts. 

You may still find my original artwear at many area arts and crafts 
fairs, but only at those that still recognize and appreciate the time and care 
that it takes to create an original piece right from a bolt of fabric rather 
than resorting to silk-screening and mass-production. The more discrimi- 
nating artwear collector and craft fairs demand more. 

The demand for my work has surprised me, making it difficult to con- 
tinue sewing all the clothing myself. It is for this reason and because my 
clients have asked, that I have decided to add purchased cotton and cot- 
ton/blend, made-in-the-USA casual clothes to my spring/summer collec- 
tion. However, I will continue to paint, sign and date each original piece 
myself. ; 

Again, let me invite you to see lovely, “nieced,” reversible vests painted 
in bright jewel tones or muted rose and sage hues. Comfortable, cotton, 
“big tops” perfect for vacation will help complete your wardrobe. You will 
find handpainted lettuce-edged shells perfect for the office. Some of my 
jackets have been worn to the opera. Come see embellished, signed ties to 
complement the vests that I have been designing and making since 1978, 
when I retired as a registered nurse to pursue my love of clothing design. 
Why say more when you can see for yourself? Always call to confirm stu- 
dio hours.
